The City 
Council must refer all applications for 
franchises to this beard. The members 
of the board are gived the prerogatives 
of a court to a large extent, and it is 
made virtually a court in its power to 
subpoena witnesses and otherwise pur- 
sue inquiries. 

The article relating to the harbor de- 
partment is a long one taking up in 
detail the matter of regulation and 
supervision of all matters relating to a 
harbor and vesting extensive powers in 
the Harbor Commission. The City 
| Council may not pass a franchise over 
the disapproval of the Harbor Commis- 
sion except by a three-fourths majority 
vote. 

The water board is changed to a de- 
partment of public service. The presi- 
dent of this board of five members is to 
receive a salary of $3000 a year. The 
Public Service Commission is given the 
widest latitude in the management of 
the property owned by the city for 
the 8 of water. A special 
bureau of power and light is created. 
The board is given the right to lease

‘and gambling have been effective, whether | 
they were conducted by breaking down the 


doors of a joint where the lieathen Chinese 
were counting the coppers at fan tan, or by 
introducing a detective officer among the 
members of a draw-poker bund. Such raids 
have never accomplished much in suppress- 
ing gambling or in reforming. gamblers. Ac- 
cording to the best authorities there is a 
sucker born every minute; and when the 
sucker achieves adolescence he guilelessly 
drifts into the society of those who have 
graduated out of the sucker class and have 
become past masters of the art of so manip- 
ulating pasteboards as to divest the inex- 
perienced of their surplus coin. | 

When gambling was licensed in Arizona 
and Nevada all banking games were re- 
quired to be conducted in public and on the 
ground floor. The result was that clerks, 
and cashiers, and trustees, and all men who 
handled other people’s money, could not pat- 
ronize faro or roulette without exposure, 
and the patrons of the gambling tables were 
miners, mechanics and workingmen, who 
lost their wages and brought suffering upon 
their families. 

The repeal of the gambling license laws 
and the penalizing of gambling has resulted 
wherever tried in driving the gamblers to 
upstairg rooms where, behind locked and 
guarded doors, crooked games were estab- 


The only really effective way to stop gam- 
bling is to make it unprofitable to the gam- 
lers. This might be accomplished by a law 
allowing every loser at cards, roulette, dice 
or other gambling device to recover by suit 
three times the amount of his losses from 
the winner, and making the claim a lien 
upon the lessee and owner of the premises 
where the gambling was conducted, unless 
the owner and lessee could show affirma- 
tively that such gambling had been con- 
ducted without his knowledge or consent. 

It the Sacramento legislators desire to ac- 


complish something really useful they might | 


suspend their experimental, revolutionary,

effective anti-gambling law.

Discontent with the oppressive government 
of Great Britain gave us the American Re- 
public. Discontent with the aggressions of 
slavery resuited in the establishment of free- 
dom throughout the nation. athe: 
Discontent with the canal boat and the 
stage coach gave us the steamship and the 
railway train. Discontent with the needle 
gave wéary women the sewing machine. Dis- 
content with the scythe gave to the farmer 
the mowing hine and the harvester. Dis- 
content with the slowness of the fastest 
mail train gave us the telegraph. Discon- 
tent with the exactions of the telegraph 
companies has given us the wireless. Dis- 
content with the horse gave us the honking 
auto, and discontent with the rubber-tired 
rusher of the Highways is giving us the 
aeroplane. Discontent with the long passage 
around the Cape of Good Hope gave Europe 
the Suez Canal, and discontent with the 
stormy voyage in Antarctic seas is giving us 
the Panama ship canal. 


Genuine and righteous discontent does not 


peeve—it acts. It does not cowerina corner 
and curse an unappreciative world—it goes 
out upon the highway, seizes Adversity by 
the throat and shakes him into submission.
